We much regret, as we have often said, 
the getting up ol a Third party in Kentuc- 
ky at a time like this, hut we think that 
the numerical effect will be very slight, 
ami that, however this may be, all true and 
uenuiiie conservatives, whether they can

•xaseiee a spirit of rartoaraaje and tolera- 
tion toward each other.

ons of practical wisdom from the present 
campaign and its coining results, so that, 
if they cannot act and vote in unison now, 
they may be able to do so without difficul- 
ty or embarrassment hereafter.

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The Shelby Railroad. 

An act recently \< i :!,<■ Legislature 
nut tiding the charter ofthe Shelby Rail- 
road Company, and authorising the Shelby 
County Court to subscribe not exceeding 
9300,000 to the capital stock of said com- 
pany. Tor thi* purpose the county is di- 
vided into two railroad districts, including 
about three-fourth'ot the taxable property 
unty. That portion of the coun- 
ts to be most directly andMargely 
hy the proposed road, is included 
I number one; aud the tax payers 
re to pay twice a* much tax upon 
q-trtv as lin.se who lite in the

'rid. The questiem of taking 
to be submitted to the voters of 
railroad districts, and the act re- 
iiuires that a majority of district number 
One. and a majority of the aggregate of 
votes cast in both districts, shall be for the 
measure before the County Court can sub- 
scribe the stoek. 

The bonds ef the county, to he based up- 
on this tax. will command a „'Ood price in 
the market: because a tax of one percent, 
per annum iu district number one, and a 
tax ,.f half that in the other district, will 
insure the payment of the annual interest 
and create a ainkiug fund which wijl can- 
cel the botids in a few years. The tax 
each individual pays will entitle him to his 
proportion of stock, which will stand on 
the same footing in ail respeats as other 
stock. 

The Frankfort Railroad Comyany pro- 
pose to furnish the rolling stock and run 
this road for forty-five percent, ofthe groea 
receipts The remaining fifty-five per 
cent, of the receipts will belong to the 
stockholders — the tax-ya;ers — to be ap- 
propriated as they may direct, 
distribute their portion of the 
in dividends among the stockholders, 
stoek will become valuable in proportion 
to the amount so distributed: and it may 
happen that before many years each tax 
payer will be able to se'l his certificates 
for as much as they cost him in the first 
place. In that event the tax-payer will 
have built the road by merely lending for 
a short time the small sum which he now 
regards as a tax, and by so doing, in the 
meantime he will have been trebiy reim- 
bursed by the enhanced value of his pro- 
ducts to say nothing of tha greatly in- 
creased value of his property. 

Now, the question is, ought the people 
of Shelby vote this tax upon themselves? 
It seems to us that this act, by dividing 
the county intei districts, and grading the 
percentage of taxation according to the 
proximity of tax payers to the road, has 
ad!usted the burdens in proportion to the 
benefits as fairly as is practicable. No vo- 
ter, therefore, is called on to contribute 
equally with another to an improvement 
which is to be a greater benefit to the oth- 
er than it can be t*> himself. The ques- 
tion for each to decide then is, whether the 
road will repay him what it is to cost 
whether the probable returns of tho ( 
prise will justify his little investment. 

It would perhaps be an entirely satisfac- 
tory answer to this question to cite the his- 
tory of every railroad that has been built 
in our own and other States. The people 
of every county that has been yet penetra- 
ted by a railroad, unanimously declare 
that it has been worth many times its cost 
to them. The rich counties of Fayette, 
Bourbon, and Harrison subscribed largely 
to the p. A L. railroad, which, through 
bad management, was sold for a song to an 
outside company. The stock was sunk 
entirely, aud they have nothing to show 
for their money but the road, in 
order, aud earning money for a 
which di I not build it. and which 
ed it for a mere trifle. Yet the tax-payera 
of those counties sa.y that in the euhanced 
value of their property aud products it has 
proved the best investment they ever made. 
This will be found, without exception, to 
be the declaration of every coi 
which has made a similar experiment. 

Shelby is one ofthe most productive and 
wealthy counties in the State \ny rail- 
road which would even slightly cheapen 
the transportation of hea euormous product 
of cereals and live stock Would soon pay 
for itself by enhancing the value of those 
articles to the producer, and the consequent 
increase iu the value' of real estate would 
remain as so much clear profit over the 
cost af the road. At the same time, the 
increased activity and industry, stimulated 
by the increased facilities, would be of in- 
calculable advantage to the community at 
large. 

This Shelby Road, by connecting 
the Louisville aud Frankfort Road at 
Hobbs station, would give to Shelby coun- 
ty the advantage of our road to Cincinnati, 
and by puttiug Shelbyville in direct com- 
municatiot with this city, would insure to 
the farmers of that community the advan- 
tage of all our communications by rail and 
river to all points of the compass. Then, 
too, it is so much completed of a more di- 
rect road from this city to Frankfort. 
Wheu ouee built that far it is not at all 
likely that the gap will remain long unfin- 
ished when the completion will save ten 
miles of railroad travel. 

We would say, in conclusion, to the peo- 
ple of Shelby, that if they intend to go 
along with our State in the new career of 
progress upon which she is about to enter, 
and if they desire to put themselves in 
the line of promotion ' they must build 
this road. Every railroad completed is a 
constant attraction to other railroad pro- 
jects in embryo. When this road is built

For the purpose of correotinj: the absurd 
misrepresentations and orroncons impress- 
ion? oi the amount and rate of taxation 
under the proposed count}- subscription to 
the capital stock of the Shell-v Railroad 
Companv. we give. below as accurate an es- 
timate of the amount of tax to be collected 
each year, and the rate of taxation as it ia 
practicable to make without an actual as- 
sessment.

Mt Dear Sir : It is with no little hesi- 
tation that I venture to write this letter. 
It may expose me to unpleasant remark. 
But, with a cautious pen. 1 will endeavor 
to describe some incidents, which I think 
will interest my friends in New Haven. 

Three days ago I had a private inter- 
view with Km Emperor. He received me 
by the fireside, entirely alone, in one of 
the interior parlors of the palace, and with 
the most gratifying cordiality. With ap- 
parently perfect frankness he conversed 
for nearly an hour upon all the great ques- 
tions of the day, expressing gratitude for 
the justice which had been done by my 
peu to tnc Kmpcror HaWOsVM L, and his 
satisfaction that the acts of hi- own ad- 
ministration wero to be recorded in a friend- 
ly spirit. 

While informing the Kmpcror that I 
had explored the libraries and bookstalls 
of Paris, to obtaiu every book and pamph- 
let which had been published during th« 
fifteen years of his reigu. upon the domes- 
tic policy and forcigu diplomacy of France, 
and that I had an agent in London, to pur- 
chase every publication there, upon those 
subjects, and that I was anxious to obtain 
such documentary evidence, a» would car- 
ry the conviction of the truth of my nara- 
tive to every impartial mind, I said : 

'•When 1 reflect upon the birth of your 
Majesty in Paris, the first Empire then ir 
the zenith of its glory — the birth of the 
Imperial Priuce welcomed, not only by the 
ringing of all tho bells of the metropolis, 
and the tiring of the guns of the Invalides, 
but also by every demonstration of joy 
from Hamburg to Home and from the Py- 
renees to the Danube — the overthrow of 
the Empire by the Allied Powers, ami the 
expulsion of the Bonaparte iainiiy from 
France — the retirement of Queen BoftOOOO, 
with her two sons to Ihe secluded castle of 
Arnenburg — the careful education of (he 
young princes in these solitudes — their 
youthful enthusiasm in joining the Italian 
patriots in their endeavor to throw otl tin- 
Austrian yoke -the death of the cider 
brother, in your Majesty s at ma. from the 
exhaustion of the disastrous campaign — 
the expulsion of Queen Hortense and her 
surviving child from tho continent of Ku- 
ropc — your Majesty s wanderings in Amer- 
ica — the return to England — the unsuccess- 
ful enterprises of Strasbourg and BooJogOO 
— the five years captivity in the castle of 
Ham — the wonderful escape — t lie final ex- 
pulsion of the Hourbons from France — 
the welcome your Majesty weotrod, on his 
return to his native land, by being elected 
to the Chamber of Deputies by the almost 
unanimous vote of Paris — your speedy- 
election as President of the J.epublic. by 
nearly six million of votes — the amp afoaaf 
— the emphatic endorsement of thai act, 
by the French people, in reelecting your 
Majesty for an additional term of ten years 
by a vote of nearly seveu millions — the re- 
establishment of the Empire by the Senate 
of France, conGrmed by a popular vote of 
nearly eight millions — the Roman ques- 
tion — the Crimean campaign — the libera- 
tion of Italy — the Mexican question, and 
the fifteen years of peace, prosperity and 
hippiness enjoyed under your Majesty's 
reign — fifteen years of such tranquility and 
progress as the Kingdom never experienc- 
ed before during all the centuries of the 
past — when 1 recall these scenes to mind. 
I cannot but regard the career of your 
Majesty as the sublimest drama of the 
nineteenth century , and it seems to me a 
matter of great moment that a truthful 
record of these events should be transmit- 
ted to posterity. "

It is a condition of granting 
this amendment to the charter of said 
Company, that no part of the voluntary- 
subscriptions made to the Capital Stock 
of said company in the years 1859 and 
IftfiO shall be collected from those persons 
who arc taxed to pay the subscription made 
by the County Court of Shelby county. 
This provision shall also apply to sub- 
scriptions made at that time by persons 
now deceased, whose estates are taxed in 
possession of their heirs or devisees. 

Sec. 18. This act to take effect from 
the day of its passage.
